ASSIGNMENT FOR THE BENEFIT OF CREDITORS. 



London, Nov. 29.— Hoo. VV. E. Glad 
stone's reply to the strictures on him, com 
prised in Parnell's manifesto to the Irish 
people, has just been made public. In it 
Mr. Gladstone says that Parnell should not 
apply a single epithet to him, lie not being 
that gentleman's judge. He thinks it was 
conclusively demonstrated in connection 
with the mutter of the Pigott confession 
that he was not disposed to 'bo a party to 
any injustice towards tbelrisli loader. He 
ferriug to Parnell's recital of the events 
alleged to have transpired at Huwatden in 
Mow, 1SH!), Mr. Gladstone denies that the 
four points mentioned by Parnell were 
ottered as formal proposals to the leader- of 
the Irish party. These points, as stated by 
Parnell in his manifesto, wore — lirst, 
the recognition of the Irish mem- 
bers in the Imperial Parliament; second, 
the settlement of the land or agrarian diffi- 
culties in Ireland, third, tho control of the 
Irish constabulary, fourth, the appointment 
of the judiciary, including judges of the 

resident magistrates. "Not a single sugges- 
tion whatsoever, was," says Mr. Gladstone, 
"offered by him either formally or inform 
ally." What he (Mr. Gladstone) had done 
at the conference in question, was to make 
a statement without prejudices, of these 
points, other than those by such of his col- 
leagues as he had been able to consult, were 
inclined to believe the Home Kulo scheme 
of KSSS could be improved f nd strengthened. 
"To none of those suggestions," says Mr. 
Gladstone, "did Parnell raise any serious 
objections. Mr. Gladstone then explicitly 
denied that he made any audi statement as 
to the policy of the Liberal party with re- 
gard to home rule in tho event of the gen- 
eral elections favoring the Liberals, as is 
attributed to him by Parnell ; nor was any- 
thing substantially resembling such a state- 
ment made either as it regards the reten- 
tion of the Irish members in the Imperial 
parliament, the settlement of the land or 
agrarian difficulties, the, n n trot of the con- 
stabulary or the appointment of the 
judiciary. Mr. Gladstone then declares 
that the convention at Hawnrden was 
mutually understood to be absolutely of a 
confidential nature, and this publication by 
Parnell, even if true, of a recital of what 
had taken place at that conference con- 
stituted a violation of confidence. Every 
suggestion which had been made by him at 
the time, Mr. Gladstone states, was 
made from written memoranda, which 
were available for the purposes of 
corroboration. Neither party to this con- 



secure in the loyalty of from 25 to 30 of the 
Irish members.

The opponents of Parnell ure much dis- 
appointed at the attitude of tho Irish pre- 
lates, who, they had expected, would 
promptly denounce Parnell's leadership and 
advise their ilocka against it. This they re- 
fuse to do, reserving their judgment for the 
present. If repudiated by the mujority of 
his party, on Monday, Parnell may, and 
probably will, appeal to the Irish people by 
offering himself for re-election from Cork. 
The voting listb in Cork have been revised 
so as to diminish considerably the home 
rule vote. This, however, would probably 
not affect the result, unless a third candi- 
date should he run by the opponents of 
Parnell in the Irish party. At the last 
election Parnell and Heuly went in 
unopposed from Cork, but Healy is now in 
the ranks of those who are antagonistic 
to Parnell. The revolt against Parnell now 
includes, beyond doubt, the majority of the 
Irish members. This is all the more signi- 
ficant, in view of^he dictatorship which he- 
lms exercised over them. No leader would 
bo followed more submissively, and, while 
always courteous, he has been absolute. 
Parnell has selected every man of his party, 
and he has been extremely cautious, in se- 
lecting them, so as not to elevate any one 
in such a way as to imperil his own absolut- 
ism. Hence the dilemma in which the par- 
ty tinds itself. If they denounce Parnell, 
there is no one to take bis 
place. He has been the trusted as- 
sociate of the English leaders, received 
in their councils, and welcomed in their 
libraries. Excepting Justin McCarthy 
there is no one besides Parnell in the Irish 
psrHamentar" part" to whom the hi -her 
class of Englishmen look with marked re- 
gard. Mr. McCarthy's prestige rests wholly 
on his literary work and through his liter- 
ary repute he bus gained a social position, 
bathe is not tho acknowledged political 
lender and has not the faculty for organiza- 
tion and dictatorship which the Irish cause 
requires at present. .Such is the view ex- 
pressed to-day by one of the influential men 
in the English Liberal ranks. 

As a parliamentarian, Parnell is un- 
rivalled. The question, therefore, as to 
who could take his place is almost quite as 
important us that of bis deposition. Judg- 
ing from the tone or Irish sentiment as ex- 
pressed in the IJublin papers, and by pro- 
minent Irishmen in Loudon, outside of the 
Parliamentary mass of the Irish, they are 
not yet prepared to desert him and might 
have felt more inclined to do so had Mr. 
Gladstone not suggested his retirement. 

The Tories and Liberal Unionists view 
the situation culi. .ly. One of them, General 
Fraser, member for Lambeth, is reported as 
having remarked in his club that there had 
been nothing like it since Gideon's victory 
over the Midiunites. 

The leading men of all parties admit that 
Parnell's manifesto is a final blow to Home 
Rule, and that the subject may be regarded 
ua shelved for many years to come. 

It is now thought doubtful if Mr. Glad- 
stone will appear in the House the coming 
week. He lias aged more in appearance in 
the past few days than in the past two

This was also car- 
ried to the Queen, and now Albert Edward 
and his mother are said to be on very cere- 
monial terms. The attentions of the 
prince to the lady in question, and the com- 
plaisance of the husband, are tho talk of 
people posted on such subjects, and 
are viewed with regret. by those 
who had hoped that tho future King 
of England bad settled down to 
be un example of domestic propriety. The 
Prince was present last night at an in 
stallation of his son, the Duke of Clarence, 
as Provincial (J rand Master of the Berkshire 
Masons. The young duke, like bis father, 
in thoroughly devoted to the mystic frater- 
nity, and is very popular with the order.

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THE MAitKET QUESTION. 

Views of Merchants, Aldermen anil House- 
keepers— A Divergence of Opinion. 

Yesterday, m vi^wofthe approaching 
vote on tho Market By-la^, a Colonist 
representative took tho ai'iiae of a num- 
ber of people <>n the market question, tho 
following being the results : 

Mr. (J. F, King, dealer in fruit and 
fish, said that if tlio municipal authori- 
ties would stop the practice of peddling, 
and make every one ]>ay a license, ho 
should have uu objection b< take a stand 
in the proposed market, in which, how- 
ever, lie saw no special advantage. Ho 
would uphold whatever decision the citi- 
y.cViii aud authorities arrived v.t. It was, 
he understood, impossible to tax Indians 
for peddling Ssli all over the town, but 
he thought tho practice might, in sonio 
way, bo prevented, and tho Indians be 
Jbe obliged or induced to bring their pro- 
duct to tho public market, wore one es-

Eventually, it was probable that markets 
might ho deemed advisable; but it Mas 
hotter to wait until the city had assumed 
greater proportions. 

U.S. Consul Myeta was nut prepared to 
give an opinion on the market question 
as applied to Victoria, but in many parts 
of tho United States they had proved to 
be most advantageous both for tho dealers 
and their customers, inasmuch as the 
people who visited them were not only 
able to purchase what they wanted, hut 
tho ample supplies of all kinds of things 
prevented the possibility of them being, 
as it were, compelled to take 
what they did not really want. Besides, 
in a well stocked market, customers 
would undoubtedly sen something, which, 
though they did not start out to buy it, 
commended itself to them and they 
would govern their transactions accord- 
ingly. 

Mr. M. Cahill, who, as everyone 
knows, is a typical workingman, ap- 
proved > the idea of a public market, 
though ho would not force those who al- 
ready occupied shops to close them and 
go to tho markets. The thing ought to 
bo perfectly voluntary, and ho was fully 
convinced that it would generally com- 
mend itself both to the purchasers 
and tho fanners, tho latter of whom 
would not be compelled topeddle thoirpro- 
ducts throughout tho streets, and from 
house to house to secure tho ready cash 
they need. 

Mr. lieu Gordon, grocer, favored the 
idea of a public market or markets. He 
had had a great deal to do with 
them, and thero was no place he know 
of whore they had not boon a success. 
It might be that they would prove detri- 
mental to some lines of his own business, 
hut ho believed they would ho generally 
beneficial to tho public. 

Messrs, Hastie & Erskino would both 
like to see public markets established 
were it shown that they would advance 
tho public interests. Victoria, it was ti 
bo supposed, was of auflicient sizo and 
importance to render their establishment 
advisable. They wore customary in all 
well regulated towns, and were especially 
good from a sanitary point of view, if 
properly looked after and administered 
by n qualified officer. 

Mr. J. 11. Baker was strongly in favor 
of a public market. It was necessary 
that the fanners should have some 
definite place to go to and make their 
sales, while white people wanted some 
delinitc place at which they could buy 
what garden or other produce thoy 
wanted without being bound to the 
Chinamen, Moreover, this bringing of 
buyer and seller together at a central 
place was the fairest system all round, 
and stimulated that competition, which 
was not only the life of trade, but 
brought about tho most reasonable prices 

Aid. Cioodacro expressed tho opinion 
that it was a waste of ti mo and oxponse 
to put up n market and tho proposal to 
approximate $100,000 for its establish- 
ment was too absurd for any reasonable 
person to support, particularly when he 
saw tho failure of a public market so noai 
as Vancouver. There, a new market had 
boon built and closed up, and couhl pos- 
sibly be purchased for less than half of 
jta first cost. Moreover, tho market »t 



Portland, the Sixth Street market at San 
Francisco, aud several others, have been 
.shut from lack of business. Nowadays, 
ho went on to say, it was not to be ex- 
pected that people at a distance would 
travel in all kinds of weather, it might be 
for miles, with baskets on their arms, in 
order to buy a few vegetables, and 
" pack " them homo. As if to add insult 
to injury, they would have to pay more 
for them than at the shops. Would, he 
might ask, the cry of " the production of 
white labor " stand a moment's investi- 
gation, f r how many Chinamen were 
employed by white men to work their 
ground and raise the crops which were 
sold by white men as the product of 
white labor / Whence, ho would like to 
know, would coino tho garden stuff to oc- I 
cupy one stall in a market ? In tin- old 
country, indeed, many former public 
markets had been turned into tenements 
and rooms for tho poor, tho fact being 
that the idea of public markets was ut- 
terly behind the age and completely 
played out. 

Aid. Harrison being spoken to ob- 
served that there could, in his mind, he 
no question about the market maitor. 
In Portland a market had been built, by a 
private individual at a cost of §1 10,(100, 
k uv it had never been a success, and at 
t.i M , present '' me i' wj; rented bv Knnpp 
t V iiurwill for the purpose af.gfcoHag iiVi . 1 
chniciy. > ... «anu nau as ft fonder tho 
splendid Willamette valley and Vet was 
unable to make the market pay, while 
as ho understood it the Vancouver mar- 
ket had either been closed or was about ' 
to close down.

the enterprise here, said that tlio butch- 
ers and grocers must be compelled to go 
into the market to ensure its success. 
This did not look very much like as if it 
were possible to make markets popular 
here. All that was w nted was to have a 
proper sys'oem of inspection, under 
which the oflicor should continually go 
round and satisfy himself as to tho qua- 
lity of what was otl'ered for sale. 

Mr. R. Cawston of the British Colum- 
bia Cattle Company remarked that ho bad 
not much to say on tho subject ; but if 
all the other butchers wont into the 
markets his firm would raise no objec- 
tion. 

Mr. Demers, grocer, corner of Pandora 
and Douglas street, strongly favored the 
market system, as centering there every- 
thing that was required by the consumer. 
He had had experience of them in the 
city of Montreal where the markets work- 
ed admirably, ensuring an immense va- 
riety for tho consumers to chose from. 
Experience had shown that thero was 
nothing like them to give satisfaction for 
all concerned. 

Several ladios and gentlemen wore 
spoken to, but declined to allow their 
names to be published. They were, how- 
ever, much in favor of the establishment 
of public markets, where it was possible, 
they said, for them without any difficulty 
to obtain almost all tho necessary supplies 
of provisions, fruits and vegetables, the 
stalls being clean and properly regulated, 
while the clerks or inspectors would see 
that nothing was sold which was not in 
every way sound and healthful, h was 
said that any one who had been accus- 
tomed to buy in a big public market 
would not buy from people who peddled, 
what they wanted being obtainable in a 
more fresh and healthy condition, while 
they would Bavu time in making their 
purchases instead of having to travel 
from storo to store. Besides, with tho 
greater competition extortionate prices 
would bo difficult, if not impossible, and 
in every way tho public would bo better 
served and satisfied.

The 



Jubilee Hospital Board Decide 
Upon, the Extension of the 
Drains to the Sea. 



Thorough Discussion of the Report 
Upon the Recently Appointed 
Committee on Drainage. 



The president, Mr. Thomas R. Smith, 
occupied the chair at a special general 
meeting of the Jubilee Hospital board 
held yesterday afternoon. Messrs. W. 
M. Chudley, Joshua Davios, D. M. 
Eberts, C. E. Rodfera, A. Wilson, 
Charles Hayward, and Drs. Renwiek and 
Richardson wore present as members of 
the board, while Mr. B. W. Pearse also 
attended. 

By request of the chairman, the secre- 
tary read the minutes of the last special 
meo ing, held on October 27, for the pur- 
pose of considering the question of fur- 
ther improving the drainage of the hospi- 
tal, in response to a communication on 
that subject from the resident medical 
officer. Full discussion upon Dr. Rich- 
ardson's lo ter ensued, and a sub-com- 
mittee was appointed to immediately in- 
vestigate the question therein dealt with. 

It was, Mr. Smith explained, in opening 
the mooting yesterday, to receive the re- 
port of the sub-committee that this pre- 
sent meeting was hold. L'p to the time 
of its appointment, October 27, no com- 
plaint whatever had been received as to 
thu drainage of the hospital. Certainly 
anyone going there could not detect any- 
thing wrong. When the hospital 
was first designed, no expense 
was spared in connection with the 
matter of drainage, which i: was contem 
plated to have perfect. The existing 
method of disposing of the drainage mat- 
ter was from the first intended to be only 
a temporary arrangement, the plan being 
ultimately to extend tho outlet into the 
deep sot- at Oak Hay or sonic other 
specially suitable place upon ihe coast. 
The sub-committee referred to com- 
menced its work as soon as appointed, 
did what was required of them thorough- 
ly and well, and their report was now 
ready. 

It was cause for regret, the president 
continued, that soon after the meeting of 
October 27th certain ill-advised communi- 
cations appeared in the public press, 
which, he might say, could have only one 
object— to harrass the directors, who were 
doing all that was possible under the cir- 
cumstances. The appearance of the let- 
ters referred t" ? " ved no good purpose, 
but did much t apart a feeling of un- 
easiness to tho public in connection with 
the hospital arrangements, and for which 
no good cause whatever had been shown. 
The statements contained a modicum of 
truth, and were therefore the most dan- 
gerous statements that could possibly be 
?nade. They were very greatly exagger- 
ated, and no such condition of things a3 
pointed out over existed at the hospital. 
What faults there were in the drainage of 
the institution were Cue mainly to de- 
fective workmanship, and could not pos- 
sibly have been dotecto I until the drains 
were in daily use. Thu report, which 
would be read, would necessitate the con- 
sideration of the question of at once tak- 
ing the hospital drainage into the sea; 
this would he expensive no doubt, but it 
would ultimately have to be done. 

The sub-committee's report was as fol- 
lows: —

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1 of opinion that Till: niiAix- 
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proceeded with, and in the spring the 
land could be disposed of and tho amount 
borrowed repaid. Surveys should bo 
commenced at onco, and the excavations 
could bo oompleted during the winter. 
Ho would move in accordance with the 
views he had expressed. 

Mr. Joshua Davios would second such a 
motion. When tho hospital property 
was bought it was understood that tlie in- 
tention was to have tho drainage carried 
to tho sea, an arrangement which would 
be moro satisfactory than connecting with 
the city sowor system. Then the hos- 
pital management would have only their 
own drainage mat tors to deal with. Of 
course tho proposed work was costly, and 
tho institution was in debt ; but tho per- 
fection of tho drainage was an absolute 
necessity. Tho hospital was a costly in- 
stitution, and it was giving much more 
for the money than it received. Ilu 
thought an increase in tho forms to pay 
patients was oven now desirable. 

Mr. B. W. Pearco congratulated tho 
board on the result of their deliberations. 
Before Mr. J onus had referred to the 
matter, he had been on tho point of tak- 
ing up his pun on tho same subject. He 
frequently passed by tho hospital and 
found tho stench unbearable. A largo 
portion of soworago matter found its way 
to tho pools, where the cattle of several 
residents of tho neighborhood, chiefly 
milch cows, were in the habit of water- 
ing. If these animals absorbed the 
rms of disease, it would bu difficult to 
seo where tho evil would have an end. 

The chairman thanked Mr. Pearco for 
not writing. He could not conceive what 
d would have thereby been done, 
but could see that, .some harm would cer- 
tainly follow. Tho board had dune all in 
their power, and none were more anxious 
to have the hospital arrangements per- 
fect. 

Mr. Redfern's motion that the report 
of the sub-committee be adopted and im- 
mediate steps taken to carry the drainage 
of tho hospital to tho sea by means of 
underground pipes, being read. 

Mr. B ratten remarked that he could 
say little more on the question than had 
been said already. The temporary drain 
had been so laid that no extra expense 
would be involved in the completion of 
the system to the sea as originally in- 
tended. 

Mr. Wilson, in reply to tho remarks 
mado by Mr. Poarco, said that he has 
well aware of the. stencli complained of 
on tho road, but ho cduld assure everyone 
that tho roof water, basin and bath 
water, and this alone found its way from 
tho hospital to tho split complained of. 
The nuisance complained of was not duo 
to the hospital at all. Tho whole trouble 
resulted from the clogging up of the ditch 
on tho road, which was now repaired, 
and tho cause of the dissatisfaction there- 
by removed. As to the matter of extend- 
ing tho drains to the sea, it would bo ex- 
pensive, and ho was still of tho opinion 
that tho work could not be done without 
the floating of another loan. The work, 
ho thought, would cost over 85,000, but 
on tho other hand tho cesspools at pre- 
sent in uso would require constant atten- 
tion, being emptied onco a month, and 
this expense ultimately would be far 
more than the sum required to pay 
interest on tho required loan. 

Dr. Renwiek, speaking as a profession- 
al man, thought that tho cesspools and 
pits should bo entirely away from a hos- 
ital. The drains would have to bo run 
to tho sea sooner or later, and tho sooner 
tho hotter. Perfect soworago was the 
one thing needful to make the hospital 
one that would attract patients from all 
parts of the Pacific Coast. 

Mr. Hayward certainly approved of the 
course suggested, but advised tho post- 
ponement for a further report with de- 
tails of cost etc. from the committee. 

Mr. Redfern did not consider this 
necessary, as it meant only additional 
and useless delay ; it was simply pro- 
posed now to adopt the principle. 

Mr. Wilson and Mr. Braden followed 
in similar terms, and the resolution then 
passed unanimously. 

()n motion of Messrs. Chudley and 
Braden, Mr. Teague, architect, was noti- 
fied to at once arrange for tho construc- 
tion of the drain to tho sea, and to in- 
form the committee at the earliest 
possible opportunity the exact distance 
In be traversed, and the names of 
the various property owners through 
whoso lands the pipe will be laid. 

The business of the meeting being con- 
cluded, an adjournment was taken sine 
die.

THE BY-LAWS, 

The rate-payers of this city will bo re- 
quired on Tuesday next to vote for four 
by-laws. 

1. For the extension of corporation 
limits. 

2. For the raising of the sum of 8-10,- 
000 for liio puiohiiao of a market site. 

.'i. For raising the sum of 855,000 
for the erection of ;i market building. 

4. To enable the corporation to raise 
the stun of §10,000 for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a crematory. 

Tho last of these is, in our opinion, tho 
most important. A person unliquidated 
with the circumstances of the city, would 
be very liable to misapprehend the na- 
ture and purport of tho by-law*. Tho pre- 
amble states, "Whereas, it is expedient 
that a crematory be ostablishedand main- 
tained in the city of Victoria". 

A stranger reading thia would be likely 
to conclude that the corporation of Vic- 
toria is in advance of the corporations of 
tho great majority of the cities, not only 
of Canada, but oi* Oreat Britain and the

than by burning it. The crematory will 
bo required after the rowers are built. 
There will always be an immense quan- 
tity of rubbish which will not go through 
the sewers. This rubbish cannot bo 
allowed to remain on tho ground within 
tho city's limits, or to poison the air by 
being dumped outsido them. It must bo 
burned, and tho larger tho city grows 
and tho more carefully the health of the 
citizens is looked after the moro there 
will bo for the crematory to do. 

There is a great deal of divorBity of 
opinion about the necessity of building a 
market for tho city. People whoso busi- 
ness will be disturbed or injured by tho 
establishment of a market will naturally 
be opposed to the passage of tho by-law, 
and will find a hundred reasons to prove 
that it is altogether unnecessary. Then 
there is that very considerable class, tho 
members of which are opposed to change. 
" Wo are well enough as we are, and a 
market will only be a bill of expense ; it 
will never pay," is what they have to urge 
against tho passage of the law. Others 
think that one hundred thousand dollars 
is a groat deal to spend on an experiment, 
the success of which they contend is, at 
best, jbiubtf ul._ _ 
fjiThero is, however, quite a large num- 
ber of citizens, many of whom are influ- 
ential, who consider that a market is 
much required in Victoria. They have 
been used to markets in the cities from 
which they came, and they miss them 
here. They know that it is convenient 
to have some place to go to where they 
will find everything in the way of pro- 
visions that they wan*. - They are sure 
that all that is produced in (he different 
seasons is to be found there, and of the 
very best. They can do their 
marketing quickly, and have a 
wide range of choice. Besides, 
they believe that where competition 
is brisk there is always a chance of mak- 
ing a good bargain, and many housewives 
dearly like to think that they have got 
what they want, as cheaply as it can be 
obtained. 

There is this to be considered, the es- 
tablishment of a market in this city i3 a 
mere question of time. All cities simil- 
arly situated have their jnarkets, and 
Victoria is not going to be an exception 
to the general rule. A year or two moro, 
or less, does not make much difference. 
Of course the longer the matter is de- 
layed the more difficult it will bo to get a 
site in a suitable place, and the more it 
will cost. Vancouver has taken time by 
the forelock and has its market already. 
Whether it has been wise or not in in- 
curring so cons : derablo expense so soon 
is a question on which people both there 
and hero will differ. The market here 
cannot be said to bo a very pressing want. 

The extension of tho city's boundaries 



of human beings, he would naturally 
c include that the Corporation of Vic- 
toria, for sanitary and other reasons, had 
como to tho conclusion that burning the 
bodies of the dead is tho best way of 
disposing of them, and had asked the 
citizens for means to provide a furnace 
for that purpose. But this would be a 
mistake. Tho crematory which the City 
Council propose to build is for tho pur- 
pose of consuming tho city's garbage. It 
has been found that it is impossible to 
dispose of tho offensive and health- 
destroying matter in any other way. Re- 
gard for the public health will not per- 
mit them to dump it in any locality in 
the vicinity of the city. Besides, if the 
City Fathers were so regardless of the 
health and tho comfort of the people 
dwelling in the suburbs as to allow tilth 
to bo deposited near their dwellings, they 
would certainly protest and have recourse 
to tho law to compel them to abate the 
nuisance. 

It has been found inexpedient to throw 
the garbage into tho sea near the city. 
This plan has been tried and found not 
to answer. The inhabitants of both tho 
city and tho country near it found that a 
nuisance was created that was in many 
ways quite intolerable, and so, as a last 
resort, tho Corporation has been com- 
pelled to proposo to got rid of tho gar- 
bage by burning it. This has in other 
cities boon found to bo an oli'ectivo mode 
of disposing of it, and wo have no doubt 
it will ho equally effective here. 

It may bo thought that a crematory of 
this kind would bo very offensive to 
thoso who live near it, but if tho furnaces 
are properly constructed very little in- 
convenience will bo felt by persons living 
oven in their immediate vicinity. I a 
Montreal the people living on Papineau 
road, quite near the crematory, do not 
find it offensive. Wo do not recollect to 
have heard of a single complaint from 
people living in the neighborhood, and it 
is quito thickly settled. But the crem- 
atory will, <>f course, be built at a dis- 
tance from dwellings so that tho change 
of its proving a nuisance will be the 
smallest possible. 

Somo way of Disposing of the refuse of 
the city must be found, and it is impoa- 



thero is really nothing whatever in it. It 
does not say that tho organizations should 
have power to compel employers to re- 
cognize their authority. It does not de- 
line the powers of organizations when 
their authority is recognized. It does 
not assort that the organizations are right 
when they use their power to punish non- 
union men with starvation and all tho 
suffering which want of employment oc- 
casions. It has not shown why refusal to 
join tho union or rejection by tho union 
should be regarded as a crime and pun- 
ished with greater severity than tho law 
punishes all but tho most heinous of- 
fences. It has not shown that it is right 
for Unions to ho judges in thoir own 
cause and to subject employers 
who will not agree to thoir terms 
to annoyance and loss. It does not try 
to show that one party to a business dis- 
pute has a right in justice, or in reason, 
to take vengeance on the other party 
who will not submit to his terms. When 
the Columbian states in plain terms what 
rights the unionists are ready to allow 
non-unionist workingmen and employees 
to exercise, it would then be in a position 
to discuss the question of organized 
labor, and to take exception to the posi- 
tion wo hold. 

The Columbian has, indeed, nothing 
to advance against our theory of perfect 
freedom for all, except that it is too good 
for this wicked world. That is the 
argument which lias been advanced 
against freedom, both political and re- 
ligions, from the earliest times. The ad- 
vocates of freedom have been denounced 
as the enemies of society and as 
amiable enthusiasts, builders of castles in 
the air. Hut, in spite of cruel persecu- 
tions, and in spite of mockery and 
ridicule, freedom has grown, and the 
result has been a far better state of 
society and a great addition to the sum of 
human happiness, tt will, we are con- 
fident, be the same with labor. When 
the liberty of all is recognized, antagon- 
isms will cease and the union for which 
our friends arc contending will become 
general. The day has gone by when one 
class, be it high or low, capital or labor, 
can tyrannize over the other Men w ill 
not submit to lie bullied or unjustly 
treated. The attempts of one side to 
tako advantage of the other will be fol- 
lowed by disturbances which will be in- 
jurious to both, and all will find it to be 
to their advantage to live in peace and 
concord. 
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citizens and for the owners of property 
outside its present bounds that it be 
allowed plenty of room. We hope that 
this by-law will pass without any opposi- 
tion from tho ratepayers. We are quite 
satisfied that it ought to do so. 

We trust that the ballots will be so 
made out that the voter, no matter how 
great a hurry he is in, will havo no diffi- 
culty in voting exactly as ho intends. 

INDEFINITE. 

The Westminster Columbian returns 
to the discussion of tho labor question. 
We notico its article not because it throws 
any light on tho subject or because it 
contains anything worth replying to, but 
because it is a sample of a very great deal 
that is said on tho question of organized 
labor— a number of indefinite statements 
strung together, of which it is impossible 
to make either head or tail. It is notice- 
able that very many who desire to be 
considered advocates of the rights of or- 
ganized labor, when they are asked to 
state plainly and straightforwardly what 
they want, and how they purpose to 
attain the ends they aim at, either make 
no reply at all or reply in such a way as 
to prove that they havo no definite idea 
of what they are driving at. They find 
it inconvenient to state in cold print 
what their methods are, and whether it 
is fair and and just to others to resort to 
them. It is the easiest thing in the 
world to howl at a public meeting and by 
clamor and threats to prevent free discus- 
sion. It is not at all difficult to cry 
" scab " and "blackleg " in order to coerce 
workers, who desiro to assert their inde- 
pendence as froo men. But it is very 
cvidont that it is by no means easy to 
state how far the power of labor organi- 
zations should extend, and how that pow- 
er is to be exercised. 

We have studied carefully all that has 
beon said and written on the subject of 
late in this province, and it has been 
vaguo, indefinite, unbusinesslike and un- 
satisfactory. 

Tho Columbian's article is an average 
specimen of what tho ussorters of the 
authority of organizations intend for ar- 
gument in support of thoir claims, but

RELICS 01? AN EXTINCT RACE- 

An Interesting Study for Victoria's Scientists 
unci Antiquarians. 

Victoria antiquarians are at present brim- 
ful of enthusiasm over the subject of graves, 
—the ancient sepulchres long known to ox- 
rnade the subject of special investigation. 
Mr. James Deans has, lor some time, been 
studying tin: peculiarities of this past race, 
as told in t heir method of disposing ol their 
dead. Mr. 0.0. Hastings is also very much 
interested in the subject, and has been for- 
tunate enough to secure one perfect skele- 
ton, preserved by the particularly dry 
ground in which it was found. Two other 
intelligent investigators uru Mr. Cowlie and 
Mr. Smith. 

The graves are very numerous uboutMac- 
nuluy Point, hut they are also to lie 
found at Cadhoro Ray, while there are 
perhaps half a dozen on beacon Hill itself. 
On digging into tho little mounds a big flat 
stone will invariably be found covering tho 
roughly constructed little box-grave o! 
stones. The body in each case is found 
placed in the same position, doubled up, 
chin and knees together, and laid on the 
right side with tho head to the south. The 
method id doubling up tho body for burial 
is adopted by all the Indians of the Coast 
to-day, hut they are never known to place 
their (lead under the ground ; they even 
prefer to place them in u tree top. 

The skeleton now in the possession to Mr. 
Hastings is that of a very small human be- 
ing, having somo of the peculiarities of the 
Siwash or the Chinese. It is also argued 
by those who claim that, the Mongolian 
tribes of Northern China and the Indian 
races of tho Coast arc tho same family, that 
in the eviatenco of these graves is found an- 
other proof of their theory. To this day 
the llamas of Manchuria and Mongolia con- 
tinue the custom of burying their dead in a 
kneeling posture, often cross-legged, after the 
Buddhistic style. The moment life has 
lied the body is made to take this position, 
ami in ibis posture is committed to the 
earth. 

It is thought that the stone graves in and 
about this city hear the heavy slab cover- 
ing they do to protect the bodies placed 
therein from the wild beasts. The graves 
themselves are in good preservation, and in 
a few have been found arrow-heads, hut no 
other implements or utensils. The race 
thus buried were evidently a race of dwarfs; 
but the skull is of better shape than that of 
the present generation of coast Indians. 
Signs of i ude intreiichmciits or fortifications, 
Bupposed to have been thrown up by the 
8a mo race, have also been discovered near 
this city, cud a paper upon them ami the 
supposed builders will very shortly be pub- 
lished.

ASHOKE IN THE FOG. 

The Casta Rica Runs on the Koch« Shortly 
After Noon. 

The dreary, discouraging fog, which Vic- 
torious hail hoped not to see again for many 
a long week, returned in all its dismal 
dampness, yesterday, Navigation was 
greatly interfered with, and at 8 o'clock in 
the evening the second mate arrived, 
by row-boat, and reported to tho 
owners, Messrs. Dunsntuir, that tho 
steam collier Costa Rica, on her way out 
from .Sun Francisco for Wellington coal, had 
gone ashore about eight miles below Race 
Rocks, at about H.':.'l(), yesterday afternoon. 
Very fow particulars were obtainable from 
tho messenger, who left thu steamer for as- 
sistance almost us soon as she struck. The 
Costu Rica was proceeding at slow 
speed, the weather being unusually 
thick, when she ran foul of the 
shelving rockl and knocked off her fore foot , 
the nest morttent being on the shore, which 
it was impossible to see even a few feet 
away. It is not thought tho accident is a 
particularly serious one, and the steamer 
may, from her position, be able to slide off 
with the rising of the tide,

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THE FALL OF PARNELL. 

He Endeavors to Draff Down Glad- 
stone With Him Bitter At- 
tack on Liberals- 



He Keveals Confidential Matters- 
Irish Members Likely to Depose 
Dim on Monday. 



London, Nov. 28.— Parnell's mani- 
festo to tho Irish people, which was 
issued to-night, is vory longthy. Ho be- 
gins by snying : 

" The integrity and indopondonco of a 
section of the Irish parliamentary party 
having boon apparently sapped and 
destroyed by tho wiro-pullera uf the 
Liboral party, it 1ms become necessary 
for me, as tho leader of the Irish party, 
to tako counsel with you, and, having 
given you tho knowlodge which is in my 
possession, ask your judgment upon tho 
matter which now solely devolves upon 
you to docide. 

"Tho letter from Gladstone to Mor- 
ley, written for tho purpose of influenc- 
ing tho docision of tho Irish party in tho 
choice of a loader, and claiming for tho 
Liberals' and their leaders tho right of 
veto upon such choice, is the immediate 
cause of this address, tho purpose of 
which is to remind you and your parlia- 
mentary representatives that Ireland con- 
siders tho independence of her party as 
her only safe-guard within the constitu- 
tion, and above and beyond all other con- 
siderations whatever. The threat in that 
letter, repeated insolently on many plat- 
forms and in numerous British news- 
papers, compels me to put beforo you in- 
formation which, until now, has been 
solely in my possession, and which will 
enable you to understand the measure of 
loss with which you are threatened unless 
you consent to throw mo to the English 
wolves now howling for my destruction." 

Parnell then tells how, at Hawarden, 
last November, he received from Glad- 
stone the details of the proposal of that 
gentleman and hio colleagues with regard 
to home rulers in the next general elec- 
tion favoring the Liboral party. Upon 
the subject of the retention of Irish mem- 
bers in the Imperial parliament, (! lad- 
stone told him that, in order to conciliate 
English public opinion, it would be 
necessary to reduce the Irish representa- 
tion from KXJ to . - Sl\ 

Upon tho settlement of the land ques- 
tion, Gladstone intimated that while ho 
would renew his attempt to settle the 
matter by imperial legislation on the 
lines of tho land purchase bill of 188(i, he 
-would not undertake to put any pressure 
upon his own side. In other words, that 
the Irish legislature was not to bo given 
the power of solving agrarian difficul- 
ties. 

With regard to control of tho Irish 
constabulary, it was stated by Gladstone 
that in view of tho necessity of concilia- 
ting English public opinion it would be 
necessary to leave this force to tho ap- 
pointment of its oflicors undor tho con- 
trol of tho imperial authority for an inde- 
finite poriod, while funds for its mainte- 
nance would, be conipulsorily provided 
out of tho Irish revonuo. A period of 
ten or twelve years was suggested as the 
limit of time during which the appoint- 
ment of judges and resident magistrates 
should lio retained in the hands of the 
imperial authorities. 

Passing to his own expressions on these 
points, which Parnell says represent his 
views then and now, ho says, with regard 
to the retention of the Irish members, 
that ho holds that with the concession of 
full powers to an Irish legislature equiva- 
lent to those enjoyed by a state of the 
American Union, the number and posi- 
tion of the members so retained, would 
become a question of Imperial concern, 
and nut of pressing or immediate 
importance for the interests of Ireland; 
but that, with the important and all- 
engrossing subjects of agrarian reform, 
constabulary control and judiciary ap- 
pointments left either under the Imperial 
control or totally unprovided for, it would 
be the height of madness for any Irish 
leader to imitate (I rattan's example 
and consent to disband an army which 
had cleared the way to victory. 

" I further undertook," siiys Parnell, 
" to use every legitimate influence to re- 
concile Irish public opinion to the gradual 
coming into force of new privileges and 
to the postponements necessary for Eng- 
lish opinion with regard to constabulary 
centred and judicial appointment, but 1 
strongly dissented from tho proposed re- 
duction of the number of members dur- 
ing the interval of probation, and pointed 
to tho absence of any suitable prospect of 
a land settlement by either parliament, 
as a constitutional and overwhelming 
drag upon the prospects of permanent 
peaco and prosperity in Ireland." 

At the conclusion of tho interview 
Parnell was informed that pending the 
general elections Gladstone and his col- 
leagues were agreed that silence should 
be preserved with regard to theso points 
of difference. Tho absence of any pro- 
vision for tho settlement of the agrarian 
question and of any policy on the part of 
tho Liberal leaders, Parnell says, filled 
him with concern and apprehension. 

On the introduction of the land pur- 
chase bill by tho government at the com- 
mencement of the last session, Morley 
conferred with him, and having regard to 
tho avowed absence of any policy on tho 
part of tho Liberals, Parnell strongly ad- 
vised Morley against any direct challenge 
of tho principle of stato aid to land pur- 
chase, and that they should direct their 
efforts on the second reading to the asso- 
ciation of the principle of local control. 
In this Morley agreed with him, but was 
at the same time hampered by tho ex- 
treme section of the parly, led by La- 
bouchero, and in a subsequent interview 
impressed upon Darnell the necessity of 
meeting tho second reading of the bill 
with a direct negative, and asked him to 
undertake the motion. 

"1 agreed," Parnell continued, "on 
condition that 1 was not to attack the 
principle of the measure, by confining 
myself to a criticism of details. I think 
this was false strategy, but it was strategy 
adopted out of regard to English preju- 
dice and radical peculiarities. I did the 
best possible under the circumstances, 
and the several days' debate on the sec- 
ond reading contrasts favorably with

.lust beforo the commencement of this 
session Parnell had another interview 
with Morley, and impressed upon kiln 
the policy of an oblique method of pro- 
cedure w ith reference to laud purchase, 
and the necessity and importance of pro- 
viding for the question of local control 
and limitation in the application of 
funds. 

" He would have agreed with l.ie," says 
Parnell, "had I offered to move on the 
first reading of the bill an amendment 
favoring this local control, and advising, 
if this was rejected, that it might bo loft 
to the radicals on the second reading to op- 
pose the principle of the measure. I left 
.Morley under the impression that this 
would bo my duty, but in addition lie 
made a remarkable proposal. Referring 
to the probablo approaching victory o"f 
the Liberals, he suggested some considera- 
tions as to the future of tho Irish party 
and asked me whether 1 would bo willing 
to assume tho otlice of chief secretary for 
Ireland, or whether I would allow another 
member of my party to tako the position. 
Ho also put before mo the desirability of 
lilling one of the law ofliocs of tho crown 
in Ireland by a legal member of my 
party. I told him, amazed as I was at 
the proposal, that I could not agree to 
forfeit in any way tho independence of 
the party or its members ; that the Irish 
people had trusted me because they be- 
lieved the declaration 1 made at Cork in 
1880 represented my conviction, a'id that 
1 would on no account depart from it. 

" 1 considered that Morley's proposal 
that we should allow ourselves to be 
absorbed int 
based upon . 
our position. 

"In conclusion, Morley directed my 
ittention to the plan of campaign against 
the estates. He said it would be impos- 
sible tor the Liberal party, when it at- 
tained power, to do anything for these 
evicted tenants by direct action, and it 
Would also b8 impossible f ribe Irish 
parliament, under powers conferred, to do 
anything for them, and, flinging up his 
hands in a gesture of despair, lie ex- 
claimed : 'Having been in Tipperary, I 
do not know what to propose.' I told 
him that this question was limited; that 
funds would be available from America 
and elsewhere for the support of these 
tenants as long as necessary, and that 
this difficulty should not be allowed to 
interfere with the general interests of the 
country. " 

Parnell says he alludes to this matter 
only because within tho last few days a 
strong argument for his expulsion has 
been presented. Unless the Liberals 
come into power at the next election, tho 
plan of campaign for tenants will sufler. 
He has shown that the Liberals proposed 
to do nothing for them by direct action, 
and is entitled to ask that tho existence 
of these tenants, whom ho has supported 
in every way in the past, and will con- 
tinueto support, will not constitute a rea- 
son for his expulsion from Irish politics. 

Parnell says that, during tho ten years 
of the independence of the Irish parlia- 
mentary patty, it has, because of its in- 
dependence, forced upon tho English 
people the necessity of grunting home 
rule to Ireland. Ho believed that the 
party will obtain home rule, provided it 
remains independent of any English 
party. 

In conclusion, he says : " I do not be- 
lieve that any action of the Irish people 
in supporting me will endanger the 
home rule cause, or postpone the estab- 
lishment of an Irish parliament. But, 
even if danger wore to be realized, 1 be- 
lieve the Irish people throughout the 
world would agree with me that the post- 
ponement would be preferable to a com- 
promise of our national rights by the ac- 
ceptance of a measure which would nut 
realize the aspirations of our lace." 

An important section of the Parnell- 
ites i n j the Commons met to-night, and 
resolved to take action to comb it the in- 
fluence of Parnell's manifesto, resenting 
the appearance of a breach of faith. The 
meeting adjourned to get the opinion of 
the delegates in America. 

A canvass has been conducted by mem- 
bers of the Irish parliamentary party op- 
posed to Parnell's retention of the leader- 
ship, with a view of ascertaining how tho 
poll is likely to go at Monday's meeting. 
The result was the securing of 53 members 
against Parnell. Among them are Gor- 
don, Deasy, John Dillon, Esmonde, Fin- 
ueane,' Timothy Harrington, Timothy 
Healy, Maurice Meaty, .Justin McCarthy, 
.1. F. O'Brien, Roche, Sexton, Sheehan, 
Sheehy, Tanner and Webb. The auti- 
Parnollites also rely upon the votes of 
William O'Brien, t. P. O'Connor, Gill 
and T. D. Sullivan. The adherents of 
Parnell who have announced their inten- 
tion to stick to the old leader number '_'.'!, 
namely: Blair, Byrne, Henry, Camp- 
bell, Conway, W. .1. Corbett, .1. G. Kitz- 
gerald, Edward Harrington Hayden, .1. 
E. Kenny, W. A. McDonald, McNeal, 
MoGuiro, Mahonoy, J. I'. Nolan, Joseph 
Nolan, John O'Connor, O'Kelly, Pinker- 
ton, P. J. Power, Richard Power, John 
Redmond, William Redmond and Shiel.

A PUEBLO CHURCH. 

Tho Acoinas unci How They Worship the 
God or tho Christians. 

Like tho peoplo of all tho other Now 

Mexican Pueblo tribes, tho Acoinas 
have their annual festivals, tho origin 

of which is lost in tho mystery of tho 
prehistoric ages. Tho Catholic priests, 
writes Clarence. Pullcn in Harper's 
Weekly, put all tho Christian veneer- 
ing possible over the essential heathen- 
ism of tho ceremonials, and under their 
influence these celebrations occur usual- 
ly on or near some saint's day. Conspic- 
uous among these jubilations is tho har- 
vest festival, when, with games and 

' dances, the people rejoice over the ripen- 
ing of the fruits of tho earth. After the 
performance of secret rites within tho 

'os tufas, to which ceremonies no ono 

j not a member of the tribe is admitted, 
tho maskers, musicians and others, all 
decorated in paint, ribbons and brass 
ornaments, stream forth into tho open 
spaco before the village, whore, with 

| the peculiar stamping step attending all 
Indian performances of tho kind, aro 
continued the processions and dances, to 
the music of rude fifes, drums and gong- 
boating. In some of their dances the 

< performers are attired in complete suits 
of buckskin, adorned with fringes, but- 
tons, beads, feathers and ribbons, com- 
pletely covering the face and head, sur- 
mounted with horns, and having only 
small slits for sight and breathing. 

j The Pueblos, a provident folk who bc- 
liovo in intrenching themselves with all 
the supernatural powers, do not neglect 
on tbeso occasions to visit the church 
to pay duo obeisance to the Christian 
God and lessor divinities. The church, 
a lino old structure of adobe, was re- 
built in 171)2, after it, had been dis- 
mantled in the Indian revolt of 1080. 
It is a massive edifice one hundred and 
llfty feet long', forty feet wide and forty 
feet high, with walls seven feet thick, 
standing, fronted by an extensivo and 
ancient burial ground, on tho southern 
brink of tho mesa. The sand for this 
cemetery was brought up from the foot 
of k tb.O bluff and placed in a depression 
at this point— an operation which, ac- 
cording to priestly tradition, occupiod 
forty years. Tho huge buttresses, one 
at each front corner of the church, are 
capped above the root by rude belfries 
in which swing two bells, which Indian 
tradition asserts to be tho gift of the? 
Queen of Spain at some period in the 
eighteenth century. One of these bells 
bears the inscription: '-Sun Podro, A. 
D. 1 710." It is a wonder bow tbeso 
heavy bell . and the great pine beams, 
forty feet long and of proportionate 
thickness, that cross the body of the 
church, were ever brought to the top of 
tho mesa. 

I Adjoining tho church are tho ruins of 
the old Franciscan mission of San 
Estovan do Acoma, established, says 
the eminent arcba'ologis* and historian 
Prof. Ad. II. Baudolier, by Pray 
Juan Ramirez not long' after the year 
1628, he naming tho placo after St 
Sebastian on account of its rocky sides 
and tho largo number of pebbles ac- 
cumulated on and about it. Fray 
Ramirez returned to Mexico, and died 
thoro in 1004. His successor was Pray 
fiiicas Maldonado, from Tribujona, 
Mexico, also a Franciscan. In tact, up 

i to the uprising of tho Indians of New 
Mexico under Popo and Catite in USSO, 
t'..e Franciscan order controlled all tho 
missions among the Pueblos. On Au- 
gust 10, 1680, twenty-one Pranciscan 
friars were murdered in various parts of 
New Mexico, and among' them Pray 
Maldonado, of Acoma. After thorecon- 
quest of tho province, twelve years 

| later, by the Spaniards under Diego do 
Varg'as, thoro wore for several years 
occasional disturbances and bloodshed. 
Put by tho beginning of the eighteenth 
century the province had become 
tranquillized, and tho Pueblo Indians 
and the Spaniards had adjusted their 
requirements so as to got along together 
without a great amount of friction. 

It is a strange and picturesque sight 
when within the thick walls of the old 
church, dimly lighted by deep windows 
like port-boles, in which sheets of mica, 
or yeso (transparent gypsum) serve for 
glass, the Indians, in the same fashion 
of dress which their ancestors wore 
when they built Ores to the sun in 
ancient days — some wrapped in Navajo 
blankets, with broad black' and white 
stripes, and red diamond ligures in t he 
center — pass to and from the altar, with 
its bright but impressive decorations. 
Tho church interior is decorated with 
two valuable pictures, the "Virgin and 
Child," and tho "St Joseph," which 
wore brought from Spain more than two 
hundred years ago. The ceiling is rude- 
ly frescoed in representation of the sun, 
moon and stars, the work, in the begin- 
ning of the present century, of an artist 
priest, whoso name is somewhere in- 
scribed beneath the dust that for gener- 
ations has been settling upon this labor 
of love and devotion.
